STORIES OF FRANKLIN 


Showing the Genial Wit, Wisdom, and Gifts 
Philosopher, of the G reat A m erican 
as 


DESERT HEAT NOT ENERVATING 


Franklin lost 
no 
opportunity 
to 
m ake a telling point in behalf of his 
country. Just before leaving England 
in 1775 to return to Philadelphia he 
was dining with a distinguished com­ 
pany at a nobleman’s house in l o n ­ 
don, when the conversation turned on 
fables. 
The opinion was expressed 
that no new' and instructive fables, in 
which animals are m ade to talk could 
be invented. 
All spoke on the sub­ 
ject 
except 
Franklin, 
who, 
being 
pressed for an opinion, said he could 
write a new fable on the spot. 
Pen 
and paper were brought in. and ho 
wrote the famous summary of the atti­ 
tude of England toward Americas, of 
which the following is a condensed 
version; 
“Once upon a time an eagle, scaling 
around a farm er’s barn, and espying a 
hare, darted down upon him. seized 
him in his claws and remounted with 
him into the air. 
Ile soon found that 
he had a creature of more courage 
and strength than a hare; for which, 
notwithstanding the keenness of his 
eyesight, he had m istaken a cat. 
“The snarling and scrambling of his 
prey were very 
inconvenient; 
and, 
what was worse, she had disengaged 
herself from his talons, grasped his 
body with her four limbs, so as to 
Stop his breath, and seized fast hold 
of his throat with her teeth. 
’Pray,* 
said the eagle, ‘let go your hold, and 
I will release you.’ ‘Very fine,’ said the 
cat; ‘I have no fancy to fall from this 
height and be crushed to death. 
You 
have taken me up, and you shall stoop 
and let me down.’ The eagle thought 
it necessary to stoop accordingly.” 


In the French and Indian war, the 
Quakers, who were in the majority in 
the Pennsylvania assembly, refused to 
vote money directly for the defence of 
the province.

Massachusetts asked Pennsylvania for

Thom pson/ with tho figure of * J*m 
subjoined.”

This letter, written to a former friend in London at the beginning of the 
revolution, shows the fire of Franklin’s usually placid spirit when aroused, 
and is an excellent example of his forceful and concise style. 
On reflection, 
Franklin did not send the letter, but it was preserved among his papers.

Some of the members of congress 
were inclined to criticise the phrase­

Noticing that this annoyed 
Thomas 
Jefferson, Franklin, rem arking that he 
had always made it a rule to avoid 
drafting papers to he reviewed by a 
public body, told him this story: 
“When I was a journeyman printer 
one of my companions, an appre nticed 
hatter, having served out His 
time. 
was about to open a shop for himself. 
His first concern was to have a hand­ 
some sign board with a proper inscrip­ 
tion. 
He composed it in these words: 
‘John Thompson, hatter, makes and 
sells hats for ready m oney/ with the 
figure of a hat subjoined. 
“But he thought he would submit it 
to his friends for tlmlr amendments. 
The first he showed it to thought the 
word ‘hatter’ tautologous, because fol­ 
lowed 
by the words 
‘makes 
h ats/ 
which showed he was a hatter. It w'as 
struck out. 
The next observed that 
the word ‘m akes’ might as well lie 
omitted, because his customers would 
not care who made the hats; if good 
and to their mind they would buy by 
whomsoever made. He struck it out. 
A third said he thought the words 
l*tor ready money* were useless^ as it 


have the whole of its surface as bright 
as the edge. 
“The smith consented to grind it 
bright for him if he would turn the 
wheel; he turned, while the smith 
pressed the broad far** of the axe hard 
and heavily on the stone, which made 
the turning of it very fatiguing. 
The 
man came every now and then from 
the wheel to see how the work went 
on. and at length would take the axe 
as it was without further grinding. 
“ No,’ said the smith, ‘turn on, turn 
on; w’<» shall have it bright by and 
by; as yet, it is only speckled.’ 
“ ‘Yes,’ said the man, ‘but I think I 
like a speckled axe the best.’ ” 


\Y hen a boy he found flu* long grace 
said by his father at t ach meal rather 
tiresome. 
One day, after the winter’s 
supply of pork had been salted. Benja­ 
min said to his father: 
“ I think, 
father, if you were to say grace over 
the whole ens)*, once for all, it would 
be a great saving of time.” 


One of Franklin's friends In France, 
tin* Abbe Moreliet, tells this story of 
h im : 
Franklin was very fond of Scotch 
songs; he recollected, he said, 
tho 
strong and agreeable impressions they 
had made him experience, lie related 
to us that while traveling in America 
lie found himself beyond the Alle­ 
ghany mountains, in the house of a 
.Scotchman, living remote from soci­ 
ety, after the loss of his fortune, with 
his wife, who had been handsome, and 
their daughter, 15 or lf* years of age, 
and that on a beautiful evening, sit­ 
ting before their door, the wife had 
sung the Scotch air, ‘So Merry as W e 
Have B een/ In so sweet and touching 
a way that he burst Into tears, and 
th at the recollection of this impression 
was still quite vivid, after more than 
thirty ycara/* 


Although 81 years old and with hi* 
physical powers failing, when the con­ 
stitution was adopted, Franklin was a 
power in tho convention. 
Barton, ii* 
biographer, relates: 
“When the constitution was com­ 
pleted Dr. Franklin, in a speech c*| 
much humor and good feeling, urge A 
the m em bers who were dissatisfied 
with it to sacrifice their opinions to 
the general good and send the consti­ 
tution forth stamped with the seal of 
unanimity. The speech had its effect, 
and all the members signed.” 
Mr. Madison records that while “tho 
last m embers were signing Dr. Frank­ 
lin. looking toward the president’s 
chair, at the back of which a rising 
sun happened to be painted, observed 
to a few members near him that paint­ 
ers had found it difficult to distinguish 
in their art a rising from a setting sun. 
‘I have/ said he, ‘often and often, in 
the course of the session, and the vi­ 
cissitudes of my hopes and fears as to 
its issue, looked at that behind the 
president, without being able to tell 
whether it was rising or setting: hut 
now at length I have the happiness 
to know that it is a rising and not a 
setting sun.” ’ 


To bring out a point on instability 
in character, Franklin tells a story of 
a man who bought an axe of a smith 
who was his neighbor, and desired to

ture 8eeme Hardly Oppreeaive. 
The Sahara Is not at all as popular 
belief pictures it, a vast plain of mov­ 
ing sand, dotted here and there with 
fertile oases, somewhat like a leop­ 
ard’s skin. 
From Tunis westward it 
is a vast depression of sand and clay 
not much above sea level, in some 
parts perfectly level, in others hilly. 
with low depressions containing water 
saltier than the sea, which generally 
evaporates, leaving a coating of bril­ 
liant crystals which appear like snow 
in the distance. 
The river from the Aures mountains 
on the north serve to Irrigate the 
oases of the Ziban; sometimes they 
flow’ above the surface, but often be­ 
low it. 
There is a fascination about 
tilt' desert that Is indescribable and 
which none 
can 
understan I unless 
they have spent several weeks with a 
caravan. 
At times the heat is great, 
but being perfectly dry it does not 
enervate as a humid atm osphere does 
at a tem perature forty degrees lower. 
Near midday the desert appears to 
be a molten sea of dazzling, vibrating 
light. 
Now and then the mirage ap­ 
pears and the tired eyes of the strang­ 
er are refreshed with visions of beau­ 
tiful lakes 
near 
tho horizon, 
even 
sometimes of trees and moving cara­ 
vans. 
Alas! this is a case where see­ 
ing is not believing, 
After many dis­ 
appointments of this kind the camels 
suddenly raise their heads and snuff 
th*' air through their curiously formed 
nostrils and move at a quicker pace. 
Instinct telling them that water Is 
near.

years later he announced his inten­ 
tion of removing from the village to 
a farm in the westerly part of the 
town, Ainsworth announced that he 
should celebrate the riddance with a 
gallon of rum and a keg of powder, 
whereupon Bancroft sent word to him 
that he had better get all rum, as it 
would go farther 
aud 
make 
more 
noise. 


Not more than 5 per cent of the 
men of the United States navy are 
aliens. 
We have 30.S04 man-of-wars 
men. and of these 24,913 are native- 
born Americans. 
Naturalized Ameri­ 
cans number 3,415 and 1,337 have de­ 
clared their intention of 
becoming 
citizens. 
Of these nearly 31,000 men, it is 
interesting to learn 
that 
no fewer 
than 28,319 are whites. 
The rem ain­ 
ing 2,500 men of color include 1,325 
negroes, 513 Japanese, 3S4 Chinese, 
217 Filipinos. 87 Samoans, 28 Porto 
Ricans. 20 Hawaiians and 5 North 
American Indians. 
This surely Is va­ 
riety. 
W e see no Filipinos, Samoans or 
Hawaiians on the continent, because 
the Filipinos are used among their 
native islands, the Samoans 
police 
the island of Tutuila and the Ha­ 
waiians are kept at the naval station 
at Honolulu. 
Of the men of the navy who are 
not citizens of the United States, an 
extraordinary variety of former resi­ 
dence is discovered. From the Cape 
Verde islands in the Atlantic, the 
Caroline islands in the Pacific, the 
British East Indies, Armenia, Rou- 
mania, 
Turkey 
and Samoa 
these 
sailor lads have come to serve under 
the stars and stripes. 
The subject of desertions from the 
American navy is one which excites 
much discussion, and In some quar­ 
ters apprehension is expressed that 
desertions are an extremely bad sign 
of something. 
But during the year 
only 
3227 
men deserted, which 
is 
less than l l per cent of the total en­ 
listed strength, and this is said by 
competent 
authorities 
not 
to 
be 
alarmingly large. 
The chief of the bureau of navi­ 
gation, the philosophical Rear 
Ad­ 
miral Converse, says that the navy 
can stand comparison in respect of 
desertions with any other calling. He 
asks, how’ many young men, after 
trying one trade, will abandon it for 
another? 
And 
he points out 
the 
peculiar temptations on 
shore 
to 
which the men of the navy are sub­ 
jected, and the number of apparent 
desertions which are only delays in 
reporting for duty. 
Admiral Dewey said recently that 
most of the bright young enlisted 
men of the navy come from Chicago 


and the middle west. 
The navy de­ 
partm ent has prepared figures which 
show that one-fifth of 
the 
enlisted 
personnel are supplied by the states 
of 
Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Missouri and Ne­ 
braska. 
Those 
figures 
have 
their 
sig­ 
nificance as regards groups of states, 
but the fact is, that New York leads, 
with 5,548 of her sons in the navy, 
and 
M assachusetts 
follows 
with 
2,971. As a m atter of percentage of 
population. M assachusetts 
sends 
a 
greater ratio than New York. 
Pennsylvania is third, California is 
fourth. 
Ohio is 
fifth 
and 
Illinois 
sixth, in the num ber of representa­ 
tives who enlist in the navy. 
It is 
an interesting fact, that there is not 
a state in the Union which has not 
its 
representative 
among 
the 
en­ 
listed 
naval 
force of the 
United 
States. 
Indian 
Territory 
and 
Ari­ 
zona, 
New Mexico 
and 
Oklahoma 
also are represented. 
For 
obvious 
reasons 
fishermen 
were once the best sailors, and they 
make good sailors to-day. It Is told 
how Commodore Hull in the Constitu­ 
tion fought the British frigate Guer- 
riere in the war of 1812, and won a 
glorious victory with a green crew 
that he 
had 
just picked 
up 
from 
among the fishermen of New England. 
Now, however, sailors are not need­ 
ed to operate the giant m achines of 
the modern man-of-war, and so from 
the interior recruits are coming who 
are as good naval men as any in the 
w’orld. 
With the commission of new men* 
of-war. more men will be needed for 
tne navy, and the departm ent has ask­ 
ed congress for 3,000 additional. 
At 
least five battleships and a number of 
other craft will have to be commis­ 
sioned In the year 1906. 
There is no doubt that the navy 
will be able to get as many men as 
it wants and can have with the per­ 
mission of congress. Throughout the 
country during the last year a total 
of 41.239 men presented themselves 
for enlistment, but the requirem ents 
observed caused the rejection of 28,- 
097 applicants. 
More than 13,000 applicants were 
accepted. 
These figures are sig­ 
nificant. when it is remembered that 
the total num ber of desertions were 
only 3.227. 


Not the Worst Literature. 
One of our correspondents wants 
to know if it is not “time to call a 
halt, in fact, to place an embargo, 
on the further publication and 
even 
sale of all ‘dime novel’ 
literature ” 
Perhaps he could do it, blit we con­ 
fess 
that we would neither like

occurs to us at the instant. 
It strikes 
us that for the suppression of such 
dime novels as are really bad under 
any rules of imaginable formulation 
there are already laws in full abun­ 
dance and that all the rest may well 
be permitted to take their chances 
with the public to which they appeal. 
And we are not a bit worried, either, 
about the effect they have upon that 
part of the public. 
The boys who 
read these little books might easily 
employ their time to worse advantage 
and we are not aware of any distinct­ 
ly and measurably evil influence they 
exert—New York Times.

Start- 
ing from this discovery numer- 
ous speculations were dug up, 
chiefly of small amounts, extend- 
ing throughout the period of the 
bookkeeper's employment. 
He 


enjoyed the fullest confidence of 
his employers, to the extent that 
since last August no bond has 
been required of him to protect 
the company. 
VVheu confronted 


with the accusation Bowler finally 
admitted having embezzled 
to 


some extent, but never made a 
clean breast of it, nor did he 
make a satisfactory statement of 


what was done with the funds. 
He made partial restitution by 
deeding over his house and furni- 
ture, of about $1,000 value. 


The accused man has borne an 


excellent reputation, having no 
known vices,nor any tendency to- 
wards extravagance or specula- 
tion. He stood in the community 
us an exemplary young man and 
his treatment of his mother was 
something beautiful. 
So the use 


made of the embezzled funds re- 
mains quite a mystery. He is 
said to have 
borrowed 
small 


amounts from local friends re- 
cently. 


The officers ot the oil mill re- 


frained for over two weeks from 
prosecuting Bowler because they 
dreaded the shock to the mother 
which would ensue. Harry is 
said to have left Ada last Monday 
night and was seen to take the 
train at Koff on Tuesday. Thurs- 
day morning his brother and 
mother departed from Ada. The 
tiling of the complaint followed 
last afternoon and the officers are 
now making every effort to ap 
prebend the accused.

STORIES OF FRANKLIN 


Showing the Genial Wit, Wisdom, and Gifts 
Philosopher, of the Gr«at American 


Franklin lost no opportunity to 


make a telling point In behalf of bla 
country. Just before leaving England 
In 1775 to return to Philadelphia he 
was dtntng with a distinguished com- 
pany at a nobleman's house in Lon- 
don, when the conversation turned on 
fables. 
The opinion we a expressed 


that no new and instructive fables, In 
which animals are made to talk could 
be Invented. All spoke on the sub- 
ject except Franklin, who, being 
pressed for an opinion, eald he could 
write a new fable on the spot. Fen 
and paper were brought in, and he 
wrote the famous summary of the atti- 
tude of England toward Americas of 
which the following Is a condensed 
version: 


"Once upon a time on eagle, scaling 


around a farmer's barn, and espying a 
hare, darted down upon him, seized 
him in his claws and remounted with 
him into the air. He soon found that 
he had a creature of more courage 
and strength than a hare; for which, 
notwithstanding the keenness of his 
eyesight, he had mistaken a cat. 


"The snarling and scrambling of his 


prey were very inconvenient; and, 
what was worse, she had disengaged 
herself from his talons, graspdd his 
body with her four limbs, eo as to 
stop his breath, and seized fast hold 
of his throat with her teeth. 'Pray,' 
said the eagle, 'let go your hold, and 
I will release jou ' 'Very fine,' said the 
cat; 'I have no fancy to fall from this 
height and be crushed to death. You 
have taken me up, and you shall stoop 
and let me down.' The eagle thought 
it necessary to stoop accordingly." 


In the French and Indian war, the 


Quakers, who were in the majority in 
the Pennsjlvanla assembly, refused to 
vote money directly for the defence of 
the province.

power in the convention. Parton, hi* 
biographer, relates: 


"When the constitution was com- 


pleted Dr. Franklin, In a speech ojf 
much humor and good feeling, urged 
the members who were dissatisfied 
with it to sacrifice their opinions to 
tho general good and send the consti- 
tution forth stamped with the seal of 
unanimity. The speech had Its effect, 
and all the members signed." 


Mr. Madison records that while "the 


last members were signing Dr. Frank- 
lin, looking toward the president's 
chair, at the back of which a rising 
Bim happened to be painted, observed 
to a few members near him that paint- 
ers had found it difficult to distinguish 
In their art a rising from a setting sun. 
'I have,' said he, 'often and often, in 
the course of the session, and the vi- 
cissitudes of my hopes and fours as to 
Us issue, looked at that behind the 
president, without being able to tell 
whether it was rising or setting; but 
now at length I have the happiness 
to know that It is a rising and not a 
setting sun.'"

failed he would "advise the purchase

and I you as a committee for that pur- 
pose, we will buy a gteat gun, •which 
is certainly a flie engine." 


Some of the members of congress 


were Inclined to criticise the phrase- 
ology of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence Avhile it was being discussed. 
Noticing that this annoyed Thomas 
Jefferson, Franklin, remaiklng that he 
had always made It a rule to avoid 
drafting papers to be reviewed by a 
public body, told him this story: 


"When I was a Journeyman printer 


one of my companions, an apprenticed 
hatter, having served out his time, 
was about to open a shop for himself. 
His first concein was to have a hand- 
some sign board with a proper Inscrip- 
tion 
He composed it in these words' 


'John Thompson, hatter, makes and 
sells hats for ready money,' with the 
figure of a hat subjoined. 


"But he thought he would submit It 


to his friends for their amendments. 
The first he showed It to thought the 
word 'hatter* tautologotis, because fol- 
lowed by the words 'makes hats,' 
which showed he was a hatter. It was 
struck out. The next observed that 
the word 'makes' might as well be 
omitted, because his customers would 
not care who made the hats; if good 
and to their mind they would buy by 
whomsoever made. He struck it out, 
A third said he thought the words 
l*tor ready money' were useless* as It' 


have tho whole of its surface as bright 
as the edge. 


"The smith consented to grind It 


bright for him if ho would turn the 
wheel, he turned, while the smith 
pressed tho broad face of the axe hard 
and heavily on the stone, which made 
the turning of it very fatiguing 
The 


man came every now and then from 
the wheel to sec how the work went 
on, anil at length would take the axe 
as it was without further grinding. 
" 'No,' said the smith, 'turn on, turn

'Yes,' said the man, 'but I think I 


like a speckled axe the best.' "

tho Abbe Morellet, tells this story of 
him: 


Franklin was very fond of Scotch 


songs; he recollected, he said, the 
strong and agreeable impressions they 
had made him experience. He related 
to us that while traveling in America 
he found himself beyond the Alle- 
ghany mountains, In the house of a 
.Scotchman, living remote from soci- 
ety, after the loss of his fortune, with 
his wife, who had been handsome, and 
their daughter, 15 or 16 years of age, 
and that on a beautiful evening, sit- 
ting before their door, the wife had 
sung the Scotch air, 'So Merry as We 
Have Been,' in so sweet and touching 
a way that he burst into tears, and 
that the recollection of this impression 
was still quite vivid, after more than 
thirty yews."

LANDSMEN IN THE NAVY 


Middle West Largely Represented on Uncle 


Sum's Battleships 


Not more than 5 per cent of the 


men of the United States navy are 
aliens. 
We have 30,804 man-of-war* 


men, and of these 24.913 are native- 
born Americans. Naturalized Ameri- 
cans number 3,416 and 1,337 have de- 
clared their intention of 
becoming 


citizens. 


Of these nearly 31,000 men, It is 


interesting to learn that no fewer 
than 28,319 are whites. The remain- 
Ing 2.500 men of color Include 1,325 
negroes, 513 Japanese, 884 Chinese, 
217 Filipinos, 87 Samoans, 28 Porto 
Rlcnns, 26 Hawallans and 6 North 
American Indians. This surely is va- 
riety. 


We see no Filipinos, Samoans or 


Kawailans on the continent, because 
tho Filipinos are used among their 
native islands, the Samoans 
police 


the island of Tutulla and the Ha- 
walians are kept at the naval station 
at Honolulu. 


Of the men of the navy who are 


not citizens of the United States, an 
extraordinary variety of former resi- 
dence is discovered. From the Cape 
Verde islands in the Atlantic, the 
Caroline islands in the Pacific, the 
British East Indies, Armenia, Rou- 
mnnla, 
Turkey 
and Samoa 
these 


sailor lads have come to serve under 
tho stars and stripes. 
f 


The subject of desertions from the 


American navy is one which excites 
much discussion, and in some quar- 
ters apprehension is expressed that 
desertions are an extremely bad sign 
of something. 
But during the year 


only 3227 men deserted, which is 
less than 11 per cent of the total en- 
listed strength, and this is said by 
competent 
authorities 
not 
to 
be 


alarmingly large. 


The chief of the bureau of navi- 


gation, the philosophical Rear 
Ad- 


miral Converse, says that the navy 
can stand comparison in respect of 
desertions with any other calling. He 
asks, how many young men, after 
trying one trade, will abandon it for 
another? 
And 
he points out 
the 


peculiar temptations on 
shore 
to 


which the men of the navy are sub- 
jected, and the number of apparent 
desertions which are only delajs in 
reporting for duty. 


Admiral Dewey said recently that 


most of the bright young enlisted 
men of the navy come from Chicago 


and the middle west. The nary de- 
partment has prepared figures which 
show that one-fifth of the enlisted 
personnel are supplied by the states 
of 
Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, 


Wisconsin, Iowa,' Missouri and Ne- 
braska. 


Those figures 
have 
their sig- 


nificance as regards groups of states. 
but the fact is, that New York leads, 
with 5,548 of her sons in the navy,, 
and 
Massachusetts 
follows 
with. 


2,971. As a matter of percentage of 
population, Massachusetts sends a 
greater ratio than New York. 


Pennsylvania is third, California to 


fourth, 
Ohio is fifth and Illinois 


sixth, in the number of representa- 
tives who enlist In the navy. It is 
an Interesting fact, that there is not 
a state in the Union which has mot 
its 
representative 
among the en- 


listed naval 
force of the 
United 


States. Indian Territory and Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma 


also are represented. 


For obvious 
reasons 
fishermen 


were once the best sailors, and they 
make good sailors to-day. It is told 
how Commodore Hull in the Constitu- 
tion fought the British frigate Guer- 
rlere in the war of 1812, and won a 
glorious victory with a green crew 
that he had just picked up from 
among the fishermen of New England. 


Now, however, sailors are not need- 


ed to operate the giant machines of 
the modern man-of-war, and so from 
the interior recruits are coming who 
are as good naval men as any in the 
world. 


With the commission of new men- 


of-war, more men will be needed for 
tne navy, and the department has ask- 
ed congress for 3,000 additional. At 
least five battleships and a number of 
other craft will have to be commis- 
sioned In the year 1906. 


There is no doubt that the navy 


will be able to get as many men as 
It wants and can have with the per- 
mission of congress. Throughout the 
country during the last year a total 
of 41,239 men presented themselves 
for enlistment, but the requirements 
observed caused the rejection of 28,- 
097 applicants. 


More than 13,000 applicants were 


accepted. 
These figures are sig- 


nificant, when it is remembered that 
the total number of desertions were 
only 3,227. 


Not the Worst Literature.

to know if it is not "time to call a 
halt, in fact, to place an embargo, 
on the further publication and even 
sale of all 'dime novel* literature " 
Perhaps he could do It, but we con- 
fess that we would neither like to 
undertake the job nor see it under- 
taken by anybody else whose name 
occurs to us at the Instant. It strikes 
us that for the suppression of such 
dime novels as are really bad under 
any rules of Imaginable formulation 
there are already laws in full abun- 
dance and that all the rest may well 
be permitted to take their chances 
with the public to which they appeal. 
And we are not a bit worried, either, 
about the effect they have upon that 
part of the public. 
The boys who 


read these little books might easily 
employ their time to worse advantage 
and we are not aware of any distinct- 
ly and measurably evil influence they 
exert—New York Times.

WITH EMBEZZLING $3000

Mr P. A 


Norris, manager Ada Cotton Oil 
company, made complaint charg- 
ing Harry Bowler with the em- 
bezzlement of amounts of the 
company's 
funds 
aggregating 


$8,000. 
Bowler has been for two 


.years the company's bookkeeper 
and cashier. 


When interviewed by the News 


reporter, Mr. 
Norris made a 


statement of the facts in sub- 
stance as follows: 


On-January 22 last Mr. Norris 


detected a falsification of a trial 
balance in Bowlor's books. Start- 
ing from this discovery numer- 
ous speculations were dug up, 
chiefly of small amounts, extend- 
ing throughout the period of the 
bookkeeper's employment. 
He 


enjoyed the fullest confidence of 
his employers, to the extent that 
since last August no bond has 
heen required of him to protect' 
the company. 
VVhen confronted 


with the accusation Howler finally 
admitted 
having embezzled to 


some exteut, but never made a 
clean breast, of it, nor did he 
make a satisfactory statement of 


what was done with the funds. 
He made partial restitution by 
deeding over his house and furni- 
ture, of about $1,000 value. 


The accused man has borne an 


excellent reputation, having no 
known vices,nor any tendency to- 
wards extravagance or 
specula- 


tion. He stood in the community 
us an exemplary young man and 
his treatment of his mother was 
something beautiful. 
So the use 


made of the embezzled funds re- 
mains quite a mystery. He is

Franklin lost no opportunity to 


make a telling point in behalf of his 
country. Just before leaving England 
in 1775 to return to Philadelphia he 
was dining with a distinguished com- 
pany at a nobleman's house in Lofr 
don, when the conversation turned on 
fables. 
The opinion we a expressed 


that no new and instructive fables, in 
which animals are made to talk could 
be invented. 
AH spoke on the sub- 


ject except Franklin, who, being 
pressed for an opinion, eald he could 
write a new fable on the spot. Pen 
and paper were brought in, and he 
wrote the famous summary of the atti- 
tude of England toward Americas of 
which the following is a condensed 
version: 


"Once upon a time on eagle, scaling 


around a farmer's barn, and espying a 
hare, darted down upon him, seized 
him in his claws and remounted with 
him into the air. He soon found that 
he had a creature of more courage 
and strength than a hare; for which, 
notwithstanding the keenness of bis 
eyesight, he had mistaken a cat. 


"The snarling and scrambling of his 


prey were very inconvenient; 
and, 


what was worse, she had disengaged 
herself from his talons, grasped his 
body with her four limbs, eo as to 
stop his breath, and seized fast hold 
of his throat with her teeth. 'Pray,' 
said the eagle, 'let go your hold, and 
I will release >ou ' 'Very fine/ said the 
cat; 'I have no fancy to fall from this 
height and be crushed to death. You 
have taken me up, and you shall stoop 
and let me down.' The eagle thought 
it necessary to stoop accordingly." 


In the French and Indian war, the 


Quakers, who were in the majority in 
the Penng)lvania assembly, refused to 
vote money directly for the defence of 
the province. 


The common mode was to grant 


money for "the king's use." 
When 


was not the custom of the place to sell 
on credit. Every one who purchased 
expected to pay. 
They were parted 


with, and the inscription now stocd: 
'John Thompson sells hats.'

away. What, then, is the use of that 
word?' It was stricken out and 'hats' 
followed, the rather as there was one 
painted on the board. So the inscrip- 
tion was ultimately reduced to 'John 
Thompson,' with the figure of * feat 
subjoined." 


Although 81 years old and with hl« 


physical powers falling, when the con- 
stitution was adopted, Franklin was a 
power in the convention. Farton, fci* 
biographer, relates: 


"When the constitution was com- 


pleted Dr. Franklin, In a speech <yf 
much humor and good feeling, urge* 
the members who were dissatisfied 
with it to sacrifice their opinions to 
tho general good and send the consti- 
tution forth stamped with the seal of 
unanimity. The speech had Its effect, 
and all the members signed." 


Mr. Madison records that while "the 


last members were signing Dr. Frank- 
lin, looking toward the president's 
chair, at the back of which a rising 
sun happened to be painted, observed 
to a few members near him that paint- 
ers had found It difficult to distinguish 
in their art a rising from a setting sun. 
'I have,' said he, 'often and often, In 
the course of the session, and the vi- 
cissitudes of my hopes and fears as to 
Us issue, looked at that behind the 
president, without being able to tell 
whether it was rising or setting; but 
now at length I have the happiness 
to know that it is a rising and not a 
setting sun.'"

The first he showed It to thought the 
word 'hatter* tautologotis, because fol- 
lowed by the words 'makes hats,' 
which showed he was a hatter. It was 
struck out. The next observed thai 
the word 'makes' might as well be 
omitted, because his customers would 
not care who made the hats; if good 
and to their mind they would buy by 
whomsoever made. He struck it out, 
A third said he thought the words

.Scotchman, living remote from soci- 
ety, after the Joss of his fortune, with 
his wife, who had been handsome, and 
their daughter, 15 or 16 years of age. 
and that on a beautiful evening, Bit- 
ting before their door, the wife had 
sung the Scotch air, 'So Merry as Wte 
Have Been,' in so sweet and touching 
a way that he burst into tears, anil 
that the recollection of this impression 
was still quite vivid, after more than 
thirty years."

Of these nearly 31,000 men, It is 


Interesting to learn that no fewer 
than 28,319 are whites. The remain- 
Ing 2,500 men of color Include 1,325 
negroes, 513 Japanese, 884 Chinese, 
217 Filipinos, 87 Samoans, 28 Porto 
Ricnns, 26 Hawallans and 6 North 
American Indians. This surely is va- 
riety.

It Is told 
how Commodore Hull In the Constitu- 
tion fought the British frigate Guer- 
riere in the war of 1812, and won a 
glorious victory with a green crew 
that he had just picked up from 
among the fishermen of New England. 


Now, however, sailors are not need- 


ed to operate the giant machines of 
the modern man-of-war, and so from 
the interior recruits are coming who 
are as good naval men as any in the 
world. 


With the commission of new men- 


of-war, more men will be needed for 
the navy, and the department has ask- 
ed congress for 3,000 additional. 
At 


least five battleships and a number of 
other craft will have to be commis- 
sioned in the year 1906. 


There is no doubt that the navy 


will be able to get as many men aa 
It wants and can have with the per- 
mission of congress. Throughout the 
country during the last year a total 
of 41,239 men presented themselves 
for enlistment, but the requirements . 
observed caused the rejection of 28,- 
097 applicants. 


More than 13,000 applicants were 


accepted. 
These figures are sig- 


nificant, when it is remembered that 
the total number of desertions were 
only 3,227.

after a day's work not only has no 
energy left for living the remainder of 
the twenty-four hours anything like

a few years becomes a worn out relic 
of this modern industrial system, a 
burden to society and 
to 
himself. 


There is here a tremendous problem, 
the satisfactory solution of which is! 
important not only to the worker but' 
to the captain of industry as well.—

In 1843 she married Isaac Pinkham, 
a builder and real estate operator, and 
their early married life was marked by 
prosperity and happiness.

In those good old fashioned days ft 
waa common for mothers to make 
their own home medicines from roots 
and herbs, nature's own remedies— 
calling- In a physician only in specially 
urgent cases. 
By tradition and ex- 


perience many of them gained a won- 
derful knowledge of the curative prop, 
srtles of the various roots and herbs.
